DANGER 

Police cuts are risking the public, commissioner says 




Surrey police are so short of cash 
they cannot invest properly in 
fighting terrorism, cybercrime and 
child exploitation, and are facing 
having to cut 500 frontline staff. 

That is the reality according to 
the county’s outspoken police and 
crime commissioner who says the 
situation is even bleaker than the 
picture painted by the forces boss, 
Chief Constable Lynne Owens, in 
an interview with the Mail on Sun¬ 
day. 

Surrey Police Commissioner 
Kevin Hurley, pictured, told the 
Epsom Guardian: “We can’t afford 
to put staff into these areas. 

“The police cake is only so big. 
Cuts have consequences. 

“People need to understand 


they are becoming increasingly 
more vulnerable.” 

He is seeking support for a 
£1.2m referendum to increase g 
the police’s share of council 
tax by 24 per cent. 

He said if he gets the extra - 
£25m a year he wants he will v , 
be able to not just maintain 
current services, but invest 
more in stopping paedophiles 
and cybercrime. 

And in the wake of 
the deadly Paris 
massacres last 
week, Mr Hur¬ 
ley asked how 
police forces 
are meant to 
be able to af¬ 
ford enough 
counter¬ 
terrorism 
and armed 
police. 



He said: “It can happen tomor¬ 
row. What are we meant to do?” 

Mr Hurley said the burdens 
placed on stretched police 
resources by other organi¬ 
sations are much “worse” 
than those outlined by 
Chief Constable Owens. 
He said: “She’s articulat- 
f ing one very small element 
of the increasing burden 
on police that people do not 
even take on.” 

In the Mail on Sunday 
article, Chief Constable 
Owens called on hospi¬ 
tals, care homes and 
other agencies to 
tackle problems 
such as those in¬ 
volving violent, 
drunk and miss¬ 
ing people them¬ 
selves, before 
calling police. 


She also said police should not 
have to spend so much time deal¬ 
ing with people threatening sui¬ 
cide and criticised shops for not 
investing enough in security to 
“design out crime”. 

Giving further examples, Mr 
Hurley said police help mentally ill 
people, respond to crashes on 
badly kept roads, pick up illegal 
immigrants and find missing 
hospital patients given inadequate 
care. 

With the NHS, the economy and 
immigration expected to feature in 
the general election campaign, Mr 
Hurley said policing should be 
high up the political agenda. 

From his experience in Iraq 
when he wrote the national 
policing plan, Mr Hurley said: “If 
you don’t maintain stability and 
order in a country nothing else 
works.

A lucky escape for shop workers 


A shocked businessman has 
said his employees were 
lucky to escape without seri¬ 
ous injury when a car 
crashed into their shop win¬ 
dow last Thursday.

Mr Gault said: “It’s 
wrecked the shop. We have 
got to go through the night¬ 
mare of handling the insur¬ 
ance claim.” 

A driver whose parked 
black Ford Focus was dam¬ 
aged in the crash has praised 


the community spirit shown 
after the crash. 

Edward Mulqueen, a direc¬ 
tor of security and fire safety 
company Vtech, said “The 
nice thing about it was no¬ 
body was angry with him. 
They helped out the old fella.

HEALTH: Clinical commissioning group ready to apply to NHS for joint powers 

GPs want say in primary care

GPs in Surrey Downs now 
want to apply to the NHS for 
greater powers to commis¬ 
sion primary care services in 
addition to buying secondary 
care for residents. 

In an interview with 
the Epsom Guardian last 
month, Miles Freeman, chief 
officer of Surrey Downs Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Group 
(SDCCG), said the CCG aims 
to apply for “joint commis¬ 
sioning” with NHS England 
to have a greater say over the 
area’s primary care. 

CCGs were set up by the 
2012 Health and Social Care 
Act as GP organisations re¬ 
sponsible for buying the ma¬ 
jority of an area’s secondary 
care such as hospital services. 

They replaced primary care 
trusts, which were dissolved 
last April, and are overseen 


by NHS England. The latter 
has retained control over pri¬ 
mary care commissioning, 
which covers GP surgeries. 

Last year, CCGs were given 
the option of applying to NHS 
England to have a greater say 
in primary care commission¬ 
ing. The options available are 
to have a “greater interest”, 
“joint commissioning” and 
“delegated commissioning”. 

SDCCG gave its GPs all 
three options to vote on last 
month, with a 56 per cent 
preference for joint commis¬ 
sioning. However, a formal 
application for joint commis¬ 
sioning can only be made to 
NHS England if 75 per of 
SDCCG’s GPs surgeries vote 
in favour of it. 

A vote on joint commission¬ 
ing will be held by the end 
of this month among the 
33 practices covered by 
SDCCG - in areas including 
Epsom, Ewell, Ashtead, 
Banstead and Esher. 

Mr Freeman said when the 
CCGs were set up, the respon¬ 
sibility of primary care 


remained with NHS England 
because of the suspicions sur¬ 
rounding any potential con¬ 
flicts of interests arising from 
GP-led bodies commissioning 
care from GP surgeries. 

He said: “Conflict of inter¬ 
est is something you can 
manage relatively straight¬ 
forwardly. 

“It’s quite difficult to sensi¬ 
bly commission services 
without having some GP 
input into what they deliver. 

“It’s silly. But we recognise 
the conflict of interest. 

“The guidance around it is 
you need to have executive 
and lay member majorities to 
make sure it’s not GPs decid¬ 
ing to award themselves pay 
rises effectively. 

“Now I think the move is to 
push primary care commis¬ 
sioning back to CCGs. 

“However, that is going to 
be quite a difficult thing to do 
because a lot of GPs aren’t 
that convinced about being a 
membership organisation 
and they are quite worried 
about the relationship with 


the CCG if it takes over their 
main contract. 

“They also feel they’ve had 
strength through having a 
national contract with a na¬ 
tional organisation - national 
collective bargaining.” 

Mr Freeman believes joint 
commissioning for primary 
care would benefit SDCCG. 

One example is in premises. 

He said: “We have got va¬ 
cancies, voids. 

“There are areas where the 
estates are in poor condition 
and we might be able to 
redevelop and areas where 
we might want to aggregate 
services. 

“It is not always brilliant to 
try to deliver the same 
service from four of five dif¬ 
ferent sites with different 
teams. It is an expensive way 
to do it. 

“If we were freeing up parts 
of different sites I would like 
to be able to do that, with the 
opportunity of a partial land 
sale to provide a capital re¬ 
ceipt to potentially build a 
new GP surgery.”

“Did we learn nothing from 
the 2011 [London] riots of 
what happens when you lose 
control of districts?” 

November results from a 
YouGov poll, commissioned 
by his office, revealed only 
one-third of respondents sup¬ 
port putting up council tax by 
just under £1 a week for a 
Band D household. 

But Mr Hurley said: “Peo¬ 
ple do not fully understand 
the issue and what it means 
for 545 people to go. I expect 
the numbers to change as 
people become aware of the 
threat to their families.” 

He welcomed more than 
70 per cent of respondents 
being in support of the pro¬ 
posed referendum on the 
issue on the same day as the 


elections in May. 

Cuts to 545 staff, including 
500 on the frontline, are ex¬ 
pected over the next three to 
four years as the force faces 
multi-million pound cuts to 
funding as a result of Gov¬ 
ernment austerity measures. 

Although the poll says the 
extra council tax money is 
needed “to avoid cutting po¬ 
lice numbers due to budget 
cuts and instead increase po¬ 
lice numbers by up to 400”, 
Mr Hurley this week said he 
wasn’t interested in protect¬ 
ing jobs, but in protecting the 
public. 

In a poll run by the Epsom 
Guardian in December, 40 
per cent of people who re¬ 
sponded said they were 
happy to pay 99p a week to 
stop police cuts, while 53 per 
cent opposed it. 
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Docs failed to spot my terminal cancer

A traumatised mother-of-two 
whose now-terminal cancer 
was not diagnosed despite 
visiting her GP 25 times in 12 
months is calling for more to 
be done to ensure cancer is 
spotted earlier. 

Kim Major, 48, from Ewell, 
visited her GP at the Fitznells 
Manor Surgery, in Chessing- 
ton Road, Ewell, for a year 
complaining of headaches, 
lethargy, dizziness, coughing, 
chest and neck pain, but says 
she was told each time there 
was nothing to worry about. 

Last October, she was told 
she had lung cancer that had 


spread to her brain and 
throughout her body and was 
now terminal. 

Speaking to the Epsom 
Guardian, she said: “It was 
just a total lack of care. I 
knew there was something 
something really wrong, but 
no one listened to me. 

“I don’t know how long a 
piece of string is for my life.” 

This week, the NHS an¬ 
nounced it would be trialling 
a scheme allowing patients to 
refer themselves to hospitals 
for tests if they believe they 
have symptoms which could 
signal cancer. 

The initiative would include 
patients being able to book di¬ 
agnostic tests directly, by¬ 
passing the need to go to their 
GP with symptoms, and 


lower hospital referral 
thresholds for GPs. 

Miss Major said she defi¬ 
nitely supports such a move. 

She said: “I would have 
referred myself at the 
beginning if it was available. 

“It could have made a 
difference.” 

From November 2013, Miss 
Major started presenting at 
the surgery with various 
symptoms including eye 
problems and abdominal 
pain. A colonoscopy came 
back normal. 

In August, her optician told 
Miss Major her symptoms 
needed to be urgently re¬ 
viewed by her GP and wrote a 
referral letter, but she said 
her doctor told her he had 
done all he could and she

should see a psychiatrist. 

The following month, she 
was rushed to hospital with 
chest pains and an x-ray re¬ 
vealed a mass on her right 
lung. 

A month later, Miss Major - 
who has a son, Lewis, 13, and 
daughter Roxanne, 32 - was 
told she had lung cancer, a 
“growing, aggressive cancer” 
that had been there for 
months rather than years. 

She said: “The lung cancer 
had been left undiagnosed for 
so long it had spread to my 
lymph nodes and to my brain. 

“My family and I are com¬ 
pletely traumatised and I feel 
wholly let down by the NHS. 

“I don’t know how long I 
have left and I am worried for 
my son who will be left 


without his mum.” 

Miss Major, who is about to 
start radiotherapy, worked as 
a customer adviser for Street¬ 
wise Couriers, and is a smok¬ 
er although the type of lung 
cancer she has is hereditary. 

Miss Major has launched a 
claim of medical negligence 
against the GP surgery. 

A spokesman for Fitznells 
Manor Surgery said: “The 
practice was saddened to hear 
of this case, and our thoughts 
go out to the family at this dif¬ 
ficult time. 

“Due to its nature and our 
legal duty to uphold patient 
confidentiality, we are unable 
to comment further at this 
time other than to say we 
are looking into this matter 
appropriately.”

Siblings jailed 
for crime wave 

Two brothers behind a borough-wide 
crime wave have been put behind bars 
for 10 months. 

The 16-year-olds, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, pleaded guilty to con¬ 
spiracy to steal in relation to 68 offences 
and were sentenced at Guildford Youth 
Court last Wednesday. 

Forty burglary offences were commit¬ 
ted in Epsom and Ewell between March 
and May last year and the others took 
place in neighbouring Chessington and 
London. 

The pair broke into garages, outbuild¬ 
ings and sheds to steal everything from 
fishing rods to vehicles, bikes and 
sat-navs. 

Epsom and Ewell safer neighbourhood 
team Sergeant Michael Hodder said: 
“The two offenders were known to us lo¬ 
cally prior to going on their crime spree 
as we were engaging with them over on¬ 
going antisocial behaviour problems 
in the area. 

“Through working with the local com¬ 
munity and gathering intelligence the 
boys were arrested on various occasions 
and the evidence was so strong we decid¬ 
ed to build a case against them for con¬ 
spiracy to steal. 

“The investigation involved a number 
of resources and a dedicated joint ap¬ 
proach from the detectives and local 
safer neighbourhood teams from Surrey 
Police and the Metropolitan Police. 

“Between them they committed a high 
number of offences in the area which 
caused a considerable amount of 
heartache for victims. 

“It is clear the boys showed no regard 
for their community. 

“Both forces carried out property open 
days which helped reunite some of the 
victims of these offences with their 
property.” 


Violent arsonist behind bars 


An arsonist has been jailed for five years 
for assault and damage to property. 

Christopher Perez, of Courtney Cres¬ 
cent, Carshalton, also pleaded guilty to 
arson with intent to endanger life dur¬ 
ing a hearing last month. 

The case relates to a fire in Morden 


Close, Tadworth, on Friday, September 5, 
at about 4.40pm. 

On Monday Guildford Crown Court 
sentenced Perez to five years in jail 
for the assault charge, two months for 
damage to property and a month for 
the arson.

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A long-awaited housing de¬ 
velopment in one of the 
borough’s most deprived 
areas is finally to get off the 
ground with the selection 
of a housing company to 
partner the project. 

Hollymoor Lane, in the 
Longmead estate, in 
Epsom, has been ear¬ 
marked for redevelopment 
with social and affordable 
housing for a number of 
years, with plans to keep 
the existing convenience 
store on-site while adding a 
doctor’s surgery. 

Last February, Epsom 
Residents’ Association 


Councillor Neil Dallen, 
chairman of the council’s 
strategy and resources 
committee, apologised for 
continuing delays to the 
project after Labour Coun¬ 
cillor Sheila Carlson 
claimed the council was not 
“putting it on their list of 
priorities”. 

Last week, Epsom Coun¬ 
cil announced housing 
provider Orbit has been se¬ 
lected as the partner for the 
redevelopment and a plan¬ 
ning application is expect¬ 
ed to be submitted for it 
this spring. 

But the “indicative” plans 
for the new development do 
not include a GP surgery - 
due to problems surround¬ 
ing the NHS’s approval for 
GP premises. 


The development will 
comprise a new mini-su¬ 
permarket, that Mr Patel, 
who currently runs the 
convenience store there, 
will lease from the council, 
as well as 30 affordable 
homes. 

An Orbit spokesman said 
it has committed to keeping 
the rents on the houses at a 
“truly affordable level”. 

Coun Dallen said: “This 
project marks a key mile¬ 
stone in transforming this 
semi-derelict site into 
something the council and 
the community can be very 
proud of. 

“Residents will have an 
opportunity to input their 
views about any develop¬ 
ment within the planning 
application process. 


“This is a much-needed 
development which is a 
council priority and con¬ 
tributes to the needs for in¬ 
creased social and 
affordable housing.” 

But Coun Carlson said 
council delays had left resi¬ 
dents “in a situation where 
they are looking at a 
derelict site”. 

She said: “It’s appalling 
that it’s been allowed to 
drag on this for so long.” 

Labour Court ward Coun¬ 
cillor Dan Stevens said 
questions had already been 
raised about the lack of a 
GP surgery, the increased 
housing in the develop¬ 
ment compared to original 
plans, and the fact that 
Dorset Square residents 
will have nowhere to park. 


Therapist 
will stand 

A therapist concerned about 
“care for the Earth that sup¬ 
ports all life” has been un¬ 
veiled as the Green Party’s 
parliamentary candidate for 
Epsom and Ewell. 

Susan McGrath is a counsel¬ 
lor and therapist who, until re¬ 
cently, counselled students at 
the University of Surrey. 

She said: “I am standing as a 
candidate because of my con¬ 
cerns about climate change 
and the fact that all of the 
other political parties are pay¬ 
ing lip service to really tack¬ 
ling the problem. 

“It also goes to the heart of 
all other issues. 

“If we cannot care for the 
most vulnerable in our soci¬ 
ety, how will we care for the 
Earth that supports all life?” 

Ms McGrath will fight it out 
in May’s general election with 
Conservative Chris Grayling, 
Labour’s Sheila Carlson, Lib¬ 
eral Democrat Steve Gee and 
UKIP candidate Robert Leach. 
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“Cue Boy” Jimmy White an¬ 
noyed shoppers on Sunday when 
he popped into Epsom to pick up 
his dry cleaning, leaving his car 
parked on double yellow lines. 

Simon Mayston contacted the 
Epsom Guardian, having pho¬ 
tographed the snooker player’s 
car parked in Epsom High Street. 

He said White, who lives in 
Epsom and is known for his dis¬ 
tinctive number plate, not only 


parked up for five minutes on 
the lines to collect his dry 
cleaning, but also mounted the 
pavement. 

Mr Mayston said: “Jimmy 
White was driving down the high 
street through Epsom and then 
pulled over and mounted the 
pavement just after the traffic 
light crossroads at Waterloo 
Road. 

“He parked outside the dry 


cleaners on the double yellow. 

“He got out to pick up some dry 
cleaning and then drove off - 
probably there for no more than 
five minutes. 

“It just irritated me that he 
parked on the pavement. 

“My son was riding his scooter, 
and we had to make sure he got 
out of the way of the car. 

“It would have irritated me 
whoever the driver was.” 


Owner fined after 
rottweiler attack

A Waitrose worker was horri¬ 
fied to be attacked by an unmuz¬ 
zled rottweiler rescued from a 
“last chance” pooch centre just 
weeks before. 

Peter Thomas, 43, of Holly 
Lane West, Banstead, appeared 
at South East Surrey Magis¬ 
trates’ Court last week and 
pleaded guilty to being in 
charge of a dog that was “dan¬ 
gerously out of control, causing 
injury”. 

Last September, Thomas took 
his large rottweiler-cross dog 
for a walk in Banstead High 
Street when it jumped on and bit 
Karen Mulver at about 7.50pm. 

Ms Mulver, who was working 
in the unloading bay of the 
Waitrose store, said the dog 
bounded over to her in a “com¬ 
pletely unprovoked attack”, bit¬ 
ing her and leaving her right 
arm bleeding and swollen. 


She was taken to hospital, 
where she was given antibiotics. 

The prosecutor told the court: 
“The victim said she could see a 
male stood on the edge of the 
pavement. She said the male 
had a dog with a lead. 

“She said the dog leapt and bit 
her right arm and pierced her 
skin, leaving two distinct teeth 
marks. 

“She said ‘I pulled my arm up 
and away from the dog. My arm 
started to bleed’.” 

In a statement, Ms Mulver 
said: “I have concerns the dog 
might attack someone again, 
maybe a child. The dog should 
be made to wear a muzzle.” 

The prosecutor said Thomas 
said his rottweiler’s behaviour 
was “unusual” and he jumped at 
Ms Mulver “as he was being 
protective of him”. 

The court heard how Thomas 
bought the dog from a “last 
chance dog centre” one month 
before the attack, and the owner 
believes the dog may have been 
mistreated in the past. 


The prosecutor said Thomas 
said he had been told the dog 
had to be muzzled when he was 
taken to the vet, but not when 
out in public. 

He said he would no longer be 
walking the dog in the town and 
would be taking it for extra dog 
training lessons. 

Thomas also signed a dog con¬ 
trol order with the police in 
November, which stated the rot¬ 
tweiler had to be held securely 
on a lead and be muzzled in 
public. 

In Thomas’s defence, the court 
was told his dog was not in good 
health or likely to live a very 
long life and that he said the 
woman appeared to come over 
to him when the dog jumped up. 

Thomas was handed a £60 fine 
by the magistrates, asked to pay 
£85 in court costs, a £20 sur¬ 
charge and £100 to Ms Mulver in 
compensation. 

The magistrates also made an 
order that the dog should be 
kept muzzled at all times in any 
public place.

A&Es are swamped

Hospital admin staff have been 
helping hard-pressed doctors on 
wards as they battle to cope with 
an unprecedented surge in pa¬ 
tients pouring into A&Es. 

A spokesman for Epsom and St 
Helier hospitals said corporate 
staff have been acting as “ward 
buddies” doing the paperwork 
while doctors made sure people 
were discharged as soon as 
possible. 

Last Monday the hospital trust 
decided the situation was so 
challenging that it had become a 
“business continuity incident” 
and stepped up its game to cope 
with the exceptional demand. 

On Thursday the Daily Mirror 
included Epsom and St Helier on 
its list of 17 hospitals “forced to 
take action because of pressure 
on A&E” across the country, but 
the hospital insisted this was an 
error and on Friday a hospital 
spokeswoman said: “It is not a 
crisis, as of yesterday we were 
back to seeing 100 per cent of 
patients within four hours at 
Epsom.” 

This newspaper has repeatedly 
asked the trust for detailed 
statistics on the situation at its 
A&Es last week and to interview 
a clinician, and it offered to allow 
a reporter to visit the depart¬ 
ments to see for themselves what 
was happening. 

But instead a hospital

spokeswoman rang late on Fri¬ 
day afternoon to say staff were 
making “superhuman efforts” 
and “it remains very busy on the 
ground”. 

She said people had been left 
waiting longer than they would 
have liked and there were times 
when A&E patients did not have 
an “identified bed” to go to. 

She thanked staff for their “in¬ 
credible” hard work and said: 
“We made sure we opened up 


every bit of available space we 
could. It allows the whole system 
to flow. 

“The whole hospital was work¬ 
ing together with social services 
and commissioners to make sure 
the system worked together.” 

St Helier Hospital saw 98 per 
cent of patients within four 
hours on Thursday, but the 
spokeswoman did not have data 
to hand on waiting times earlier 
in the week. 

In the week ending Sunday, De¬ 
cember 28, when pressure was 
already intense, the hospitals 
saw 91.8 per cent of patients 
within four hours and failed to 
hit the Government target of 95 
per cent. 

The next week, ending January 
4, only 89.4 per cent of the 2,714 
patients who came though its 
doors were seen within four 
hours. 

Of the overall response to the 
huge pressure on A&E depart¬ 
ments, the spokeswoman said: 
“The trust has done a really good 
job. We have not declared a 
major incident.” 

For the NHS a major incident is 
defined as a rare occurrence that 
presents “serious threat to the 
health of the community”, dis¬ 
ruption to the services or re¬ 
quires special arrangements. 

The trust has not had to cancel 
operations so far.

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Burned 
on heater 

A Parkinson’s sufferer was 
treated for severe burns after 
sitting on his electric heater 
“to warm up” and then being 
unable to get off it. 

An Epsom fireman said 
they were called out on Sun¬ 
day at about 4.50pm, after re¬ 
ceiving a call from the carer 
of a 68-year-old man living in 
Newton Wood Road, Ashtead. 

He said firefighters were 
told the man had sat on his 
portable electric heater, 
which was on full power, and 
that he could not get up. 

Two fire engines, one from 
Epsom and one from Leather- 
head, and one ambulance 
rushed to his house. 

The fireman said: “The gen¬ 
tleman had sat on his electri¬ 
cal heater. He sat on it to 
warm up, but he suffers from 
Parkinson’s and couldn’t get 
back up. 

“We got him off it and he 
had full thickness burns to 
the back of his thigh about 
the size of a hand. 

“It was quite a nasty 
injury and he was taken to 
hospital.” 

He said the man, who uses a 
walking frame, said he could 
not feel any pain, meaning 
that his burns may have pen¬ 
etrated his nerves and 
burned the nerve endings 
away.

Anger over phone mast decision

The approval of a 12.5m 
phone mast near a school and 
scout hut has provoked out¬ 
rage among parents worried 
about how it will look and 
that radiation could damage 
children. 

Unhappy residents are con¬ 
sidering picketing council of¬ 
fices over the decision and 
boycotting a park if the “eye¬ 
sore” goes up as planned in 
Salisbury Road, Worcester 
Park. 

Last Monday, Epsom Coun¬ 
cil gave the green light for the 
controversial phone mast by 
Auriol Park in a residential 
area near a primary school. 

Despite receiving petitions 
and hundreds of complaints, 
the planning department de¬ 
cided last Monday in private 
that prior approval was not 
needed for the mast by Auriol 
Park and there was no legal 
reason to refuse the plan. 

Richard Stabler, 29, from 
Auriol Park Road, said the 
proposed phone mast will be 
located just 25 metres away 
from a bedroom belonging to 
his young children and he is 
worried about them being 
constantly exposed to low en- 
EP 89355 ergy, non-ionising radiation 


from the mast. 

He said: “It is really dis¬ 
heartening and it made me 
angry to hear the news it will 
go ahead. 

“I really don’t know why be¬ 
cause it’s going to be an eye¬ 
sore. It’s not going to fit in 
with the surroundings.” 

A council spokesman said it 
is the responsibility of cen¬ 
tral Government to decide 
what measures are necessary 
to protect public health. 

He said: “Hence, as a matter 
of national policy, if a pro¬ 
posed base station meets the 
recognised guidelines for 
public exposure to non-ionis¬ 
ing radiation, perceived 
health issues associated with 
masts cannot be considered 
by a local council.” 

He said the application had 
to be decided within 56 days 
and its timing meant that it 
could not be heard at the next 
public planning committee 
meeting. 

He said it had sent letters to 
more than 200 local proper¬ 
ties three days after the appli¬ 
cation was received and had 
exceeded local and national 
guidelines on consultation in 
this case. 

Epsom Councillor George 
Crawford, who represents 
Cuddington ward, said: “I am 
very disappointed on behalf 
of the many residents that 


the matter has been dealt 
with through the dedicated 
powers invested in the plan¬ 
ning department at the town 
hall.” 

CTIL, a company owned by 
Vodafone and Telefonica UK, 
which trades as 02, said it 
needs to expand 4G and 3G 
coverage in Epsom because 
of increasing demand for 
data services. 

A spokesman said: “In 
order to meet this demand, 
we need to install a new base 
station in the area and after 
an extensive search, we de¬ 
cided that the most appropri¬ 
ate location is to erect a 
streetworks in Salisbury 
Road, utilising a backdrop of 
trees and street furniture 
that will provide some 
screening for the site.” 

The company reassured 
residents that emission ex¬ 
poses from the site will 
be many hundreds, if 
not thousands of times, 
below stringent international 
guidelines. 

He said three local schools 
were consulted, but did not 
submit objections. 

According to the Health 
and Safety Executive, the 
weight of evidence indicates 
that there is no evidence of a 
direct link of harm or ill 
health from working or living 
close to phone masts.

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IKumph after Tesco 
drops Ashtead plans

Campaigners against a proposed 
Tesco development in their vil¬ 
lage are celebrating after the su¬ 
permarket chain announced last 
week with a “very heavy heart” 
that it could no longer afford to 
go ahead with the project. 

Save Ashtead’s Village Envi¬ 
ronment campaigning group 
(Save) has opposed plans for a 
Tesco Metro on the old site of the 
Esso in the Street, Ashtead, for a 
number of years because it be¬ 
lieved the development would 
cause a “parking crisis in the vil¬ 
lage” and negatively affect the 
existing car parking spaces in 
the town. 

Mole Valley councillors gave 
the go-ahead for a planning ap¬ 
plication to develop the site in 
September 2012, but no start date 
for construction work was ever 
announced. 

In the last few months, Tesco 
even allowed residents to turn 
the abandoned site into a com¬ 
munity garden. 


But now the supermarket chain 
has announced it will no longer 
be progressing with the plans - 
as well as 48 other planned stores 
across the country - because its 
“performance as a business has 
fallen significantly short”. 

Dave Lewis, Tesco’s chief exec¬ 
utive officer, said: “It is with 
a heavy heart I am today an¬ 
nouncing that we are unable to 
proceed with 49 planned new 
store developments across the 
UK, including our planned store 
in Ashtead. 

“Our performance as a busi¬ 
ness has fallen significantly 
short of where we would want it 
to be and my absolute imperative 
has to be to protect the future of 
our business for the 300,000 col¬ 
leagues we employ in communi¬ 
ties all over the UK. 

“I know this news will be a real 
disappointment to many people 
in the local community and 
we’re extremely grateful for the 
support we’ve received for our 
plans. 

“I am very aware of the impor¬ 
tance of the site to the area and I 
am determined we will work 
closely with the council to find 


the right solution for the local 
community.” 

But Gillian Russell, spokes¬ 
woman for Save, said the group 
was “absolutely over the moon” 
about the announcement. 

She said: “Save was formed 
seven years ago to get rid of 
Tesco as we felt it was an inap¬ 
propriate development for 
Ashtead Village. 

“It was oversized and we al¬ 
ready had a Tesco in lower 
Ashtead so wanted more choice. 

“Thank you to all our followers 
who have supported us over the 
years. Through many twists and 
turns, some of Tesco’s own 
doing, we have achieved our 
goal. 

“Because Tesco got planning 
permission for a supermarket of 
this size we have to accept there 
may be another supermarket of 
that size and we would still be 
concerned about traffic and 
parking issues. But we would 
still prefer it to a Tesco because 
we would have more choice.” 

She added: “We are very grate¬ 
ful Tesco agreed to develop it as a 
community garden. It’s the first 
project of its type in the UK.”

An Epsom councillor who ac¬ 
cused the leader of Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council (SCC) of assaulting 
her has said police have done 
“absolutely nothing” to investi¬ 
gate the matter in the past two 
months. 

In October, Sheila Carlson, 
Labour councillor for Court 
ward in Epsom, said she was left 
bruised after SCC Conservative 
leader David Hodge barged past 
her while she was conducting a 
peaceful protest, alongside col¬ 
leagues, against the closure of 
care homes outside County Hall 
in Kingston. 

At the time, a spokesman for 
the Metropolitan Police said 
Kingston’s detectives were “in¬ 
vestigating an allegation of as¬ 
sault that was reported to police 
on Friday, October 24”. 

He said enquiries were contin¬ 
uing and no arrest had been 
made. 

But since then, Kingston police 
have failed to reply to the Epsom 


Guardian’s repeated requests for 
an update on the investigation. 

And speaking to the Epsom 
Guardian last week, Coun Carl¬ 
son said she has not even been 
interviewed about the incident 
by police. 

She said she was told just a 
few weeks ago by a member 
of Kingston police that “she 


couldn’t even find it [the case] on 
her computer”. 

Coun Carlson said: “At the 
time, they said they were going 
to look at the CCTV. I was given a 
crime number. Since then it’s 
gone very quiet. 

“I have heard absolutely noth¬ 
ing. I have never made a formal 
statement.”

Grief for family as dog’s 
body is left on railway

A beloved family pet was 
electrocuted and left lying be¬ 
tween railway tracks for 
more than 30 hours, despite 
repeated pleas from its trau¬ 
matised owner. 

Janice Richards’ dog Bar¬ 
ney ran through a hole under 
a fence on to the live rail in 
Epsom and received a fatal 
electric shock at about 6pm 
on Tuesday last week. 

The westie’s distraught 
family were only given back 
his dead body at 1.45am two 
days later after repeatedly 
asking Network Rail to fetch 
him. 

Ms Richards’ partner An¬ 
thony White said her grief 
has been compounded by the 
delay and the fact the body 
was not retrieved as 
promised on Tuesday night. 

Mr White said: “She keeps 
having an image of him lying 
there and that’s really dis¬ 
tressing her. It was horrible 
to watch. It’s such a shame, 
he was such a lovely dog. He 
was a member of the family 
for 14 years.” 

He said Barney “vanished”

out of his friend’s garden in 
Dirdene Gardens at 4.15pm 
and they spent two hours 
frantically searching for him. 

He said: “I went down call¬ 
ing his name and saw him 
just before he touched the 
line. It was absolutely horri¬ 
ble to see.” 

Mr White phoned the Net¬ 
work Rail emergency num¬ 
ber and was told the dog 
would be retrieved after the 
last train that night. This did 
not happen. 


On separate occasions, he 
was told an incident report 
was probably not handed 
over, trains ran through the 
night, the crew responsible 
were not on that section and 
the person responsible was 
on sick leave. 

He said: “That’s four differ¬ 
ent excuses I have heard 
about. Something went 
wrong somewhere and 
caused a lot of distress.” 

Manor Park resident Sheryl 
Richards, 49, who befriended 


the couple at Therfield 
School in Leatherhead, said 
Network Rail had failed to 
show compassion or “put 
their hands up” to what went 
wrong, adding: “I just can’t 
believe it. If a child got on to 
the rails, then what?” 

A Network Rail spokesman 
said the dog fell between two 
live rails so the power for that 
section had to be turned off 
at night when train services 
were not running. 

He said: “This was a dis¬ 
tressing incident and anyone 
who has a dog will under¬ 
stand how upsetting it must 
have been. 

“We tried to arrange for 
staff to come to the site and 
pick up the dog as soon as 
possible. However, there were 
many different operational 
incidents ongoing that meant 
we couldn’t get someone 
down there quickly enough. 

“That said, we are looking 
into why it took so long the 
following day and we under¬ 
stand Mr White’s concern. 

“With regard to our fenc¬ 
ing, railway fencing is not de¬ 
signed to keep small animals 
out - it is there to denote our 
boundary and we use 
different types in different 
areas.”

I n January 1915 Lord 
Kitchener famously in¬ 
spected 20,000 volunteers 
of the 2nd London Division 
on Epsom Downs in blizzard 
conditions before they 
marched off to the Western 
Front, writes Louis Dore. 

One hundred years on, 70 
reenactment volunteers will 
take part in a ceremony to 
mark the centenary of the 
event and pay tribute to the 
young men, many of whom 
were to die in the trenches 
within months. 

At noon on Saturday, Jan¬ 
uary 24, the men in period 


uniform will follow a mili¬ 
tary band as they march into 
the Grandstand complex to 
be inspected, followed by a 
service of commemoration. 

The service will feature 
music by the famous British 
composer Ralph Vaughan- 
Williams, who was on the 
Downs at the original inspec¬ 
tion, serving as a private sol¬ 
dier in the Royal Army 
Medical Corps, as well as 
music from Epsom Male 
Voice Choir. 

A transcription will also be 
read of a recording by a local 
man who had stood in the 


1915 review, provided by his 
daughter. 

Tim Richardson, a living 
historian from Bourne Hall 
museum and an event organ¬ 
iser, says: “My own great- 
uncle, Guy Richardson, was 
there on that day as a Cap¬ 
tain in the London Regiment. 

“On the day I will be in 
Great War kit as a major. 

“The event has been jointly 
organised by Bourne Hall 
Museum, the Woodland 
Trust, the Jockey Club and 
the 10th Essex WW1 Living 
History Group.” 

In 1915 the troops were 


woken as early as 4am to 
travel to the inspection, at¬ 
tended by the French Minis¬ 
ter of War. 

It featured in the British 
press, despite a media ban on 
reporting the whereabouts of 
Lord Kitchener. 

The soldiers stood in the 
freezing cold in 8in of snow, 
pelted by snowballs out of 
the grandstand by other sol¬ 
diers who were in a 
makeshift military hospital. 

It was so cold that one of 
the men died of hypothermia 
at the review. 

A plaque exists on the 


Epsom Downs Racecourse 
commemorating the review. 

The Woodland Trust’s new 
English World War I Memori¬ 
al Wood is being created at 
Langley Vale less than a mile 
from where the parade took 
place and where World War I 
troop training took place. 

On the day of the reenact¬ 
ment there will be a bucket 
collection for military chari¬ 
ties looking after veterans of 
recent conflicts including 
Afghanistan and Iraq. 

The Racecourse cafe will 
also be open after the 
service.

Which is how I found my¬ 
self, blurry-eyed, knocking 
on an unmarked door oppo¬ 
site a seedy Soho club at 
10am on a Saturday 
morning. 

I was there for an inten¬ 
sive weekend crash course 

in how to build websites 
scratch. 

Founded by tech- 
Michael 

Healy (whose con- 
student 

went viral 
within 24 hours), 
CoderCourse school 
promises to get peo- 
coding 
and 


developing their tech ideas 
in two days. 

Healy, a patient teacher 
with the upbeat, can-do atti¬ 
tude that characterises the 
start-up world, invites me 
upstairs and hands me a 
900-page booklet he has 
written to work through. 

Feeling out of my depth, 

I join my fellow skill-seek¬ 
ers and start reading in¬ 
structions to write code, 
wondering how I am going 
to make it through the next 
10 hours. 

Remarkably, by 
lunchtime, my first website 
has gone live and Healy is 
giving me a high-five. By 
8pm, his learning-by-doing 
approach is finally making 
the foreign symbols sink in. 

Healy is one of a number 
of entrepreneurs who have 
recognised a gap in the 
market for coding courses 
targeting children and 
professionals around 
London. 

The courses are not cheap 
- a CoderCourse weekend

crash course will set you 
back £800 - although my 
fellow coders, mostly young 
professionals, saw it as a 
worthwhile investment in 
an increasingly competitive 
job market. 

If you think that is 
stretching your budget, the 
next best option is try Code 
Academy’s free online 
tutorials. The popular site 
organises tutorials as 
computer games to keep 
users engaged. 

Once you have got a grip 
with the language, you can 
join one of several code- 
orientated meet-up groups 
in south-west London. 

Wimbletech, a start-up 
hub in Wimbledon library, 
runs bi-monthly weekend 
“hackathons” for tech 
enthusiasts. 

And if you would like to 
get your children into cod¬ 
ing, look out for events run 
by educational charity Code 
Club, which teaches chil¬ 
dren how to code in schools 
and libraries including 
Croydon library. 

According to Bill Gates, 
“Learning to write pro¬ 
grams stretches your mind, 
and helps you think better, 
creates a way of thinking 
about things that I think is 
helpful in all domains.” 

His estimated $80bn 
fortune mostly came from 
computer programming. 

So investing your time and 
money in coding could be a 
wise and lucrative idea.

FIRST DRIVE: 2015 AUDI S6 

TURBOCHARGEDTRICKS 



WHAT'S NEW?: Audi has pressed 
the refresh button on the full A6 
range, so the muscle-bound S6 
saloon and Avant estate get the 
same (tiny) makeover. 

The grille now has twin bars 
running across it instead of sin¬ 
gle, thicker ones, and the head¬ 
lights, bumper and air inlets have 
been slightly reshaped. 

Don some X ray specs and you'll 
see adaptive air suspension set to 
20mm lower than the standard 
A6, while the brake calipers are 
now matt black, the rear diffuser 
has an aluminium-look blade and 
the full-LED headlights are ever- 
so-slightly slimmer. 

LOOKS AND IMAGE: The wider 
changes to the base car have 
made it a better-looking platform 
for the S and, in 2015, the RS de¬ 
velopment teams to deal with. 

Side skirts that jut out more 
prominently, 19-inch twin-spoke 
alloy wheels and those flashy 
headlights give it the kind of 
window shopping appeal that 
half of Amsterdam could scarcely 
dream of. 

But the S6's civility is stuffed 
deep down inside its bag of tricks 


and there's no getting rid of it. At 
first glance this could just be an 
S-line spec A6, and its relative un¬ 
derstatement is one of the quali¬ 
ties that help it sell so well. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: In 

finest fast Audi tradition you can 
choose an estate model as well as 
the saloon. The wagon is a bit 
heavier, not that you'll notice un¬ 
less you take it on a track day, but 
it's prettier and as roomy as an 
empty shed. 

The question marks have to 
come further forward, in the pas¬ 
senger zone. With such shapely 
seats and high-quality leathers 


cocooning you like a Persian 
prince, the S6 is better for luxuri¬ 
ating than it is for folding the 
seats down and throwing a load 
of planks into. It's just too well- 
appointed for that. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: Turbocharg¬ 
ing a V8 gets you lots of things; 
power and speed being two. 

The S6 is as rapid as the people 
who take used plates away at all- 
you-can-eat buffets, and it does¬ 
n't feel particularly like a 
turbocharged engine. 

It pulls harder and harder with a 
barrel-chested bellow as the revs 
rise, a lot like the engines of S-car 


generations past. 

Grip and traction are beyond 
what you'd ever be able to exploit 
on the road. The way it drags it¬ 
self so violently but so steadily 
out of tight corners is uncanny. G- 
force has never been so unthreat¬ 
ening. 

Most roads simply aren't big 
enough for the S6 to stretch its 
legs, but at normal speeds it's as 
stable as Ayers Rock. Sure, it's 
firm over bumps on its huge (op¬ 
tional) 21-inch wheels, but if his¬ 
tory has taught us anything it's 


that Audi buyers don't tend to 
mind sacrificing ride quality for 
aesthetics. 

VALUE FOR MONEY: At £56,000, 
the saloon is not a cheap car. And 
at that price Audi kindly leaves a 
lot of the technology and luxury 
that you're likely to want on the 
options list, so quickly totting up 
beyond £60,000 is a given. 

It's big, hugely capable and 
prestigious, but smaller premi¬ 
um-brand cars that will do the job 
just as well could offer a much 


better value alternative.

Call to lower drink-drive 


Three quarters of drivers in the 
UK think the drink-drive limit 
should be lowered to the same 
limit as recently introduced in 
Scotland. 

The Scottish limit is now 50mg 
of alcohol per 100ml of blood 
compared to an 80mg limit in the 
rest of the UK, but 74 per cent of 
drivers agree the whole of the UK 
should have a lower limit. 

A further 43 percent of drivers 
reckon the UK limit should be 
dropped to 20mg of alcohol per 


100ml of blood to introduce an 
effective zero tolerance for drink¬ 
driving. Other European coun¬ 
tries such as Poland and Sweden 
have this limit already in place. 

In the survey carried out by 
Brake and Direct Line, only 26 
percent of drivers thought 
the current drink-drive limit was 
sufficient. 

However, a lowering of the 
drink-drive limit to 50mg/ 100ml 
would reduce road deaths in the 
UK by an estimated 65 lives. 


Julie Townsend, deputy chief 
executive, Brake, said: "The cur¬ 
rent drink drive limit in England 
and Wales sends a confusing 
message and asks drivers to do 
the impossible - guess when 
they are safe to drive. In reality, 
even very small amounts of 
alcohol impair driving."
